Astrakhan is supposed to be a nice 
black goat skin, smoother than Per- 
sian lamb, and much more glossy.

Temperatures of Boiling Water, 

Water boils at different tempera- 
tures, according to the elevation above 
the sea level, In London water boils 
practically at 212 degrees F., at Mu- 
nich, in Germany, at 20914 degrees; at 
the City of Mexico, in Mexico, at 200 
degrees, and in the Himalayas, at an 
elevation of 18,000 feet above’ the level 
of the sea, at 180 degrees. These dif- 
ferences are caused by the varying 
pressure of the atmosphere at these 
points, In London the whole weight 
of the air has to be overcome, In 
Mexico, 7,000 feet above the sea, there 
are 7,000 feet less of atmosphere to be 
resisted; consequently less heat is re- 
quired, and boiling takes place at a 
lower temperature.

THE BEET SUGAR IN DUSTRY. 

The subject of a beet sugar factory 

for Ann Arbor is uppermost in. the 


minds of our progressive citizens. A 


factory of this kind would be of great 
benefit, especially to the farmers, who 
are just beginning to comprehend it. 
A new factory would involve the ex- 
penditure of a few hundred thousand 
dollars to erect it, a hundred of more 
men would receive employment and the 
pay roll would be large. A great deal 
of money would necessarily go into the 
pockets of the farmers.. 

The following brief description of the 
beet sugar plant at Bay City will be 
of interest. It will better enable those 
unfamiliar with the process to better 
understand what a tremendous concern, 
both in capital and labor, a beet sugar 
factory, consuming 500 tons of beets 
daily, is. 

The beets brought to the Bay City 
factory are unloaded into jong sheds 
having a “V” shaped bottom. These 
sheds, several hundred feet in length, 


store the supply of beets for about ten 
A canal is 
constructed at the bottom of the “V” 
shaped sheds. Water, forced through a 


large pipe, floats a compartment of 


“beets to the wash house, whence they 
. are dropped into the buckets of a 16- 


The water now passes into 
the sewer. The beets are next dis- 
charged into the washing machine, 
placed about five feet above ground, 
which cleans them and slides them into 
a 700-pound tank, whence they are 
passed to a ‘slicer.’ In the slicer the 
beets are cut into long strips, called 
Below the slicer, on the 
second floor of the building, are 14 cells 
arranged in a circle, called “the duffu- 
sion battery.” ‘They are connected 
through pipes or valves, forming a sin- 
gle body. 

After the diffusers are filled with cos- 
setts water is introduced, entering the 
diffusion cell from the top and passing 
through the sliced beets to the bottom 
of the cell, where it finds an outlet into 
a pipe which conducts the liquid to the 
top of the next diffusor filled with fresh 
cossetts. Going through the layer of 
sliced to the bottom of No. 2 Ciffusor, 
it passes on to the top of No. 3 diffusor; 
and in the same way the liquid passes 
in succession through the 14 Giffusors. 
Thus the liquid becomes successively 
charged more and more with the sach- 
arine matter and is ready to be sent 
to the purifier. 

The juice is next sent to purification 
tanks, where it is mixed with hydrate 
of lime or milk of lime. A pump lifts 
the mass to the purification tanks, 
where the separation of impurities 
takes place. 

Injection of carbolic acid gas separate 
the lime from the sugar in specially 
constructed presses. The juice obtained 
is clear and clean and of a slightly yel- 
‘low color. It is conducted to the evap- 
orating apparatus, which consists of 
four large tanks, where it is boiled. 

The water evaporates by boiling, af- 
terwards leaving a thick syrup, which 
is then sent to the refining apparatus 
on the fourth fioor of the factory. Here 
the syrup is once more purified and fil- 
tered and sent to the vacuum pans, 
large closed tanks filled with coils, 
where the final boiling of the sugar 
syrup is compieted. ‘ 

The syrup in the vacuum pans is 


foot wheel. 


boiled until all or nearly all the water 


is evaporated and the raw sugar re- 
mains. Great skill is required. The 
process resembles that of making mo- 
lasses candy. The whole mass is now 
dropped into a tank placed below the 
vacuum pans, provided with a long 
shaft, on which paddles are fastened. 
These paddles keep stirring the mass 
into liquid form, necessary for the sep- 
aration of the sugar crystals from the 
maninaccoaac and thea traces of water.

ent time, experts figure that it will take 
fully fifty years before we will have the 
necessary equipment to furnish our 
own sugar, even if we built fifteen im- 
mense plants per annum. 

In the Bay City sugar mills already 
200 men are being employed. Wages 
range from $1.25 to $6 per day. The 
granulated sugar made at Bay City is 
vary pure, analyzing 99 7.10 per cent 
fine. An expert beet grower is engaged 
by the year, who visits the farmers and 
instructs them in beet growing. 

The present plant at Bay City pro- 
duces 30 or 40 tons of granulated sugar 
per day during the best season, which 
lasts from 120 to 135 days. 

It was through the persistence of a 
few Bay City men, more than any other 
element, and the Michigan legislature 
adopted the beet sugar bounty law. 
Even then considerable persuasion was 
necessary to secure enough capital to 
put up a sugar factory to work about 
350 tons of beets per day, the plant cost- 
ing $350,000. 

Not only are the professional farmers 
raising sugar beets, but laymen as well 
as men who own a few acres of land. 
As a rule it will be a profitable business. 
Dr. Stone, of Bay City, is one of the 
amateur farmers who succeeded in beet 
raising. He planted forty acres and, es- 
timates a clear profit in one year of 
$2,000. His results were not exceptional. 
The average returns this year per acre 
have been $60, while the cost of raising 
beets and delivering to. the factory has 
been from $25 to $30 per acre, leaving a 
clear profit of not less than $1,200 for a 
forty acre farm. 

The white sugar beet was originally 
the common garden beet. Growers and 
seedmen in Germany propagate and cui- 
tivate the white beet until it increased 
its weight from two to three pounds. It 
is easily grown and needs only the same 
culture given to turnips. 

The factory pays the growers for 
their beets on a basis of the amount of 
sacchrine, or sugar substance, con- 
tained. . 

The State Agricultural College made 
480 tests last year of beets grown in all 
parts of Michigan. The average on the 
whole was 16.40 per cent of saccharine, 
while the average in Germe ny is only 
12 per cent. Besides, the American 


‘farmer produces 25 per cent more to the 


acre than does the German husband- 
man. 

It is believed that beets raised in 
Washtenaw county will stand a high 
test as excellent sugar producers, and 
that a good per cent of saccharine wili 
be found in them.

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The following is an abstract of a ser- 
mon preached by Rev. Joseph H. Crook- 
er at the Unitarian church last Sunday 
morning. i 

“The greatest of these is charity.” — 
E Cor XUR- I3: 

Mr. Ingersoll is a man of bright in- 
tellect, with a warm heart and a keen 
eye for the ludicrous, but he is lacking 
in accuracy of information, depth of 
philosophical thought, and sobriety of 
judgment. There are chcrds in the 
heart that his careless hand never 
touches; and yet, their music is the 
melody of human life. There are 
dephths in the soul to which his words 
of levity never penetrate; and yet, in 
them reside the motives and aspira- 


tions that give to man his strength 


and nobility. In hours of temptation, 
his ridicule is neither shield nor spear. 
In seasons of sorrow, his sentences 
have no balm. In moments of spiritual 
exaltation, his most eloquent periods 
seem empty phrases. At best, he leaves 
us without any horizon of divine mys- 
tery to charm us; without any rootage 
in the Eternal to dignify our life; and 
without any explanation of our human- 
ity that illuminates our own pathway 
or pours emphasis upon, our moral ob- 
ligations. | 

It is true that Mr. Ingersoll has made 
us all laugh at the present ignorance 
and past superstition of our race in 
matters pertaining to religion. His con- 
demnations of bigotry, dogmatism and 
intolerance meet my most hearty ap- 
probation. His eloquent pleas for lib- 
erty, free thought and natural goodness 
are in harmony with our highest aspira- 
tions. All he says of childhcod, of wo- 
man, of family life, is tender, pure and 
manly. But he gives expressicn to some 
statements that grate harshly upon our 
feelings, that greatly lessen his influ- 
ence for good, and that lower our esti- 
mate of his wisdom and charity. 


It is really painful, therefore, to find 
Mr. Ingersoll giving utterance to such 
sentences as these: “I hate the man 
that believes in hell.’ “I have no re- 
spect for the man who preaches it.” 
“A man that really believes that doc- 
trine and does not go insane has got the 
conscience of a snake and the intellect 
of a hyena.’? Now, the doctrine of ev- 
erlasting damnation, as described by 
dogmatic theology, is to me a cruel and 
horrible idea. I wish to see that dogma 
disappear. Yet I must condemn Mr. 
Ingersoll’s language as both unjust and 
uncharitable. It is not becoming to 
hate the man who believes in hell, That 
is bigotry. Mr. Ingersoll pleads for lib- 
erty, but he himself manifests hatred 
toward those who disagree with him. 
He boldly asserts that man is not re- 
sponsible for his belief and yet he hates 
a man for having a certain belief. He 
declares that theological beliefs are 
non-essential and ought not to inter- 
fere with human brotherhood; but still, 
he puts himself on record as having no 
respect for men who differ with him in 
this regard. As we look about us we 
all find neighbors who do believe in an 
eternal hell. They are nevertheless no- 
ble men and women. Now, shall we 
cease to respect them, nay, shall we 
even hate them, as Mr. Ingersoll recom- 
mends, simply because they believe in 
hell, a belief for which, as he claims, 
they are not responsible? With all my 
admiration for the genius and human- 
iiy of Mr. Ingersoll, I feel like saying: 
My Dear Robert, your rhetoric in this 
instance runs away with your reason 
and your charity. This language 
breathes the spirit of the Inquisition. 
It is unworthy the man and the cause 
he advocates. Men may call this liber- 
ality but it is intolerance. The critics 
of traditional religious belief, who 
would lead mankind to the higher uni- 
ties of effort and fellowship, must show 
a tenderer, broader spirit than is here 
exhibited. 


THE DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION. 


Mr. Ingersoll evidently accepts the 
theory of evolution, but he does not ap- 
ply it as he ought to the religious his- 
tory of the world. Did he do this, we 
should be spared the harsh, unworlhy 
remarks to which I have called atten- 
tion. A broad charity springs naturally 
from the large view of life which the 
doctrine of evolution furnishes. The 
evolutionist finds no occasion for hatred 
in the fact that his neighbors differ 
with him in their beliefs about God and 
the future. We can harbor no haired 
when we perceive the manner of de- 
velopment and the utility in past times 
of many of these ideas. They are the 
foundations upon which our higher 
ideas rest, as ours will some day serve 
as foundations on which broader and 
nobler systems will repose. Not only 
so, the doctrine of evolution shows us 
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lowshinp. The religious world is 
searching today for the great truths 
that unite rather than for the disagree- 
ments that create division and bitter- 
ness. People are numbering the points 
of agreement, not those of difference. 
Our ambition is to find the common 
ground underneath all creeds and sys- 
tems. Men are at present trying to see 
all the good they possibly can in neigh- 
boring systems. The irenic is banishing 
the irate temper of mind. This is laud- 
able. Let us cherish and spread this 
civilizing sentiment. 
A CHURCH MORE “THAN 
CREED. 
Between Orthodoxy as a creed, and 
Unitarianism as a theory of life, there 
may be few points of similarity. Each 
affirms much that the other denies: 
But we must remember that all 
churches represent more than what we 
find written in their creeds. And the 
greatest good done in any community 
by a church cannot be measured by any. 
dogmatic standard. Nature seers to 
have a wise provision by which no mat- 
ter where we may place our emphasis, 
the grain of truth that we put into a 
bushel of doctrinal chaff is sifted out 
and applied to our heart. By a law 
of spiritual magnetism the soul attracts

‘to itself that which is useful, while the 


error is unheeded. The numerous illog- 
ical, inconsistent, and even erroneous 
statements pass unnoticed, ‘but the one 
tender thought, the one comforting 
word, the one inspiring look-—that, the 
hearer takes into his life and he is en- 
riched and blessed by it. There is a 
great body of divinity not mentioned 
in the creeds for which all churches 
stand, and it forms the broad, underly- 
ing religious unity. Should we count up 
the elements common to all religions 
and churches we should ‘be surprised to 
find how many they are. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


There is vast good in the Catholic 
church. It is hard, perhaps, for a rigid 
Protestant to admit this. When we see 
a priest we think of Galileo, St. Bar- 
tholomew, and the Inquisiticn. And yet 
Catholicism today is not what it was 
four or five centuries ago. The modern 
spirit not only created Protestantism, 
it also transformed the Romish church. 
We must judge Catholicism by what it 
does today. When we take into account 
all the elements of modern society, 
when we consider the condition of those 
over whom it presides, when we note its 
many activities and its large institu- 
tions, we must conclude that Catholic- 
ism has yet a great mission, and that it 
is doing an immense amount of import- 
ant work. 

If we step into a Catholic church we 
will find a great many things that are 
meaningless to us. The bowings and 
crossings, the images and the altar fur- 
hiture, the ritual and the wafer, are un- 
attractive, if not repellant, io us. We 
are perhaps inclined to regard the whole 
service as a mockery. But that will 
not do. Those are symbols of spiritual 
realities to sincere worshippers. They 
are helpful object lessons in religion. 
Those images inspire feelings, recall 
ideas, and teach lessons where written 
or spoken words would fail. They are 
sermons in stone and parables on can- 
vass. The Catholic church recognizes 
the power resident in a human person- 
ality. It has studied human nature 
profoundly, and it has met many of its 
wants most skillfully. It ippeals not 
so much to ideas as to persons. It 
keeps its people in vital sympathy with 
all the illustrious men that adorn its 
past. 

Catholicism in this way imparts a 
culture to a class, that we, with our 
cold abstractions, could never reach. 
An image, robed in the marvels and 
mysteries of a great personality, will 
kindle a sense of duty in the heart of 
a rough laborer, who would go to sleep 
under a discussion of the unity of so- 
cial interests. Those beads have no 
more meaning to us than hieroglyphics 
or Chinese characters, but they possess 
a language to the Catholic. They are 
symbols of precious truths and moni- 
tors to saintly services and pious atti- 
tudes. What they find in the rosary, 
others find in poem and microscope. 
But if Catholicism can teach men any- 
thing good by these symbols, we surely 
ought to rejoice. The Catholic church 
inspires an energy, a promptness, a 
sense of duty which go far to atone for 
those things that seem to us, doctrinal 
errors and ecclesiastical tprannies. And 
a church that can produce or attract 
Newmans and Mannings is not wanting 
in intellectual capacity, while a church 
that can give us Bishop Ireland and 
Cardinal Gibbons is not lacking in ex- 
amples of exalted manhood. 


THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The Episcopalians are well character- 
ized by calling theirs the religion cf 
good taste,—not that it is destitute of

This is to 
mention only one phase of its varied 
and valuable work. It has also been an 
apostle of enlightenment, and its con- 
tributions to civilization have been 
large and numerous. There is an en- 
ergy, a warmth, a heartiness about 
Methodists that make then» a power for 
good. The Methodist church is both an 
earnest and a progressive body, intent | 
upon doing the wil! of God with impas- 
sioned zeal. Its system is elastic, ex- 
pansive, and growing. It is far in ad- 
vance of the cld dogmatism. It has 
much promise of future liberality. It 
has today among its leaders many cul- 
tivated and progressive men. Some of 
its ideas may be crude, some of its 
methods may be imperfect, but its util- 
ity is very large. 
CALVINISTS. 

Respecting Baptists, Presbyterians, 
and Congregationalists, I have left my- 
Self but little space to speak, and a 
brief mention, however well meant, 
may seem presumptuous. These were 
once all Calvinists. And at the men- 
tion of Calvinism there rises a vision of 
God’s anger anid the torments of hell. 
Yet Mr. Froude, a man strongly op- 
theology, found 
much good to say even about Calvinism 
as an intellectual force in modern his- 
tory. It has rendered some important 
Services to the world. It Fas empha- 
sized the terrible hatefulness of sin; it 
has trained men to clear, exact thought; 
and it has impressed upon people a 
strong, rugged character, like that of 
the Scotch and the Puritans. But all 
of these churches do much more good 
than what results legitimately from 
Ard the old 
Calvinism has mellowed and broadened 
so that few of its severities are now be- 
lieved, while most of its extreme views 
have been generally abandoned. 

The Presbyterian church has in many 
respects a noble history. It has been 
the patron of educaticn and the friend 
of civil liberty. It has given great 
names to human history; it has won 
great victories; it has trained millions 
to noble lives. Though it has dwelt too 
much on the fear of God and too little 
on love for man, yet it has done valiant 
service; and many of the vorld’s most 
progressive thinkers are now in its fold. 


The Baptists are often condemned for , 
| And there can never be too many la- 
i borers at work for truth, love, holiness, 


a narrowness which is not theirs. They 
have stood grandly for the rights of pri- 
vate judgment and the absolute separa- 
tion of church and state. They have 
sent people directly to the Bible for 
truth and grace. In their very over- 
emphasis of texts, they have kept open 
the sources of personal piety. They have 
laid great stress upon a religion of the 
heart; and in a strong and sturdy way 
they have labored fruitfully for right- 
eousness of life. 

The Congregationalists have repr2- 
sented a church polity—the independ- 
ence of the local parish—whiich has been 
a great barrier against ecclesiastical 
despotism. It has also served as the 
pattern for that theory and yractice of 
local self-government, which lies at the 
basis of American institutions. The 
names of Congregationalists are illus- 
trious in the history of freedom. The 
Congregational church has commis- 
sioned a great host of eminent teachers. 
Its missionary activities have been re- 
markable. . : 

All these churches educate men in 
benevolence. They bring people to- 
gether in fellowship who would never 
otherwise meet. They strengthen.man’s 
wavering hopes. They life up his ig- 
noble aims. They cheer his drooping, 
despondent heart. They all minister to 
man’s ideal life. They enter many a 
protest against vice. They enforce | 
miany a lesson that goes with people as 
long as they live as an inspiration to 
saintly conduct. They bring to many 
hearts a balm that makes the world for |

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not lessen the necessity for our own 
movement. We need a church so 
broad, so charitable, so cosmopolitan, 
that it can advocate just these large 
views and lift others up into these high- 
er unities of effort and fellowship. 
There is profound need for a church 
that, inclusive of the good elements in 
all the other. churches, shall, by a 
method peculiarly its own do a work 
that none of them can do, by its quick- 
er advocacy of discovered truth, by its 
larger faith in progress, and by its 
closer devotion to the humanity of man. 

The Unitarian church does not pride 
itself upon any infallible wisdom or 
Superior sanctity. It tries to speak 
With charity towards all and in modesty 
of itself. It is in earnest about its own 
special work as a very precious work, 
but it never for a moment thinks of it 
as the only divine work. It recognizes 
both the good in all churches, and 
also the good outside ot all 
churches, while ` it acknowicdges 
the limitation of its own vision 
and method. It does not consider 
any other church its foe, and it does 
not seek the destruction of any relig- 
ious agency, but it urges that some 
ought to be made more rational and 
ethical, while all religicus people ought 
to work in closer fellowship. 


The situation is briefly this: There 


are large numbers of men and women 


whom the churches fail to interest in 
religion, because these people cannot 
believe in many of the teachings of 
evangelical theology. These persons we 
can often reach by our direct appeal 
to their reason and their conscience; 
and it our duty to organize them for re- 
ligious culture and humane Service, and 


the greater our prosperity in this work, . 


the better for all other churches. Again, 
there are certain classes of facts and 
lines of thought and methods of work, 
which, though important, find no place 
in the so-called conservative churcies. 
Some one ought to supply this deñ- 
ciency, for the religious significance of 
Science, the results of Biblical scholar- 
ship, the educational method of salva- 
tion, ought to have advocacy and ex- 
pression. 

Now, this is the mission of Unitari- 
ans: To win to religious life those whom 
evangelicalism cannot reach; and, also, 
to proclaim those words of God which 
are not as yet in any creed. However 
much others may go to bring 
kingdom of heaven, here is work for us.

ty. 
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A new factory would involve the ex- 
penditure of a few hundred thousand 
dollars to erect it, a hundred of more 
men would receive employment and the 
pay roll would be large. A great deal 
of money would necessarily go into the 
pockets of the farmers.. 

The following brief description of the 
beet sugar plant at Bay City will be 
of interest. It will better enable those 
unfamiliar with the process to better 
understand what a tremendous concern, 
both in capital and labor, a beet sugar 
factory, consuming 500 tons of beets 
daily, is. 

The beets brought to the Bay City 

factory are unloaded into long sheds 
having a “V” shaped bottom. These 
sheds, several hundred feet in length, 
store the supply of beets for about ten 
- days’ run of the factory. A canal is 
constructed at the bottom of the ne 
shaped sheds. Water, forced through a 
large pipe, floats a compartment of 
‘beets to the wash ‘house, whence they 
are dropped into the buckets of a 16- 
foot wheel. The water now passes into 
the sewer. The beets are next dis- 
charged into the washing machine, 
placed about five feet above ground, 
which cleans them and slides them into 
a 700-pound tank, whence they are 
passed to a “slicer.” In the slicer the 
beets are cut into long strips, called 
 “aggsettes.’ Below the slicer, on the 
second floor of the building, are 14 cells 
arranged in a circle, called “the duffu- 
sion battery.” They are connected 
through pipes or valves, forming a sin- 
gle body. 

After the diffusers are filled with cos- 
setts water is introduced, entering the 
diffusion cell from the top and passing 
through the sliced beets to the bottom 
of the cell, where it finds an outlet into 
a pipe which conducts the liquid to the 
top of the next diffusor filled with fresh 
cossetts. Going through the layer of 
sliced to the bottom of No. 2 Ciffusor, 
it passes on to the top of No. 3 diffusor; 
and in the same way the liquid passes 
in succession through the 14 Giffusors. 
Thus the liquid becomes successively 
charged more and more with the sach- 
arine maiter and is ready to be sent 
to the purifier. 

The juice is next sent to purification 
tanks, where it is mixed wiih hydrate 
of lime or milk of lime. A pump lifts 
the mass to the purification tanks, 
where the separation of impurities 
takes place. 

Injection of carbolic acid gas separate 
the lime from the sugar in specially 
constructed presses. The juice obtained 
is clear and clean and of a slightly yel- 
low color. It is conducted to the evap- 
orating apparatus, which consists of 
four large tanks, where it is boiled. 

The water evaporates by boiling, af- 
terwards leaving a thick syrup, which 
is then sent to the refining apparatus 
on the fourth floor of the factory. Here 
the syrup is once more purified and fil- 
tered and sent to the vacuum pans, 
large closed tanks filled with coils, 
where the final boiling of the sugar 
syrup is compieted. ‘ 

The syrup in the vacuum pans is 
boiled until all or nearly all the water 
is evaporated and the raw sugar re- 
mains. Great skill is required. The 
process resembles that of making mo- 
lasses candy. The whole mass is now 
dropped into a tank placed below the 
vacuum pans, provided with a lung 
shaft, on which paddles are fastened. 

These paddles keep stirring the mass 
into liquid form, necessary for the sep- 
aration of the sugar crystals from the 
molasses and the traces of water. 

Fastened to this stirring tank are 
‘“‘centrifugals,’’ consisting of very firm- 
ly perforated baskets with a Speed of 
1,200 revolutions per minute. By means 
of centrifugal force the molasses and 
water are thrown from the basket 
through the fine perforations, while the 
Sugar crystals are retained inside. 

The trace of molasses is washed off 
with very clean water and the sugar is 
ready for final treatment. Scraped out 
of the centrifugal baskets with wooden 
instruments, it is placed on a bucket 
elevator which transports it into the 
granulator or dryer. When passed 
through this last named apparatus, the 
granulated sugar- is packed in barrels 
or sacks, is weighed and labeled, and 
is then ready for the market. 

They consume annually, in pounds, 
sugar to the amount of 4,500,000,900; we 
produce of the amount only 720,000,000; 
we buy in Europe 3,780,000,000, for which 
we pay in money $150,000,000. 

Add to this the official report of the 
German commission sent to this coun- 
try in 1887, when it was anrounced that 
German was doomed to be,shut out of 
the American market, as this country 
could make its own sugar. In their re- 
port, lower Michigan, northern Ohio 
and Indiana were mentioned as the beet 
sugar belt of the United States. 

As there are only 12 beet sugar fac- 
tories in the United States at the pres- 
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$2,000. His results were not exceptional. 
The average returns this year per acre 
have been $60, while the cost of raising 
beets and delivering to. the factory has 
been from $25 to $30 per acre, leaving a 
clear profit of not less than $1,200 for a 
forty acre farm. 

The white sugar beet was originally 
the common garden beet. Growers and 
seedmen in Germany propagate and cui- 
tivate the white beet until it increased 
its weight from two to three pounds. It 
is easily grown and needs only the same 
culture given to turnips. 

The factory pays the growers for 
their beets on a basis of the amount of 
sacchrine, or sugar substance, con- 
tained. 

The State Agricultural College made 
480 tests last year of beets grown in all 
parts of Michigan. The average on the 
whole was 16.40 per cent of saccharine, 
while the average in Germiny is only 
12 per cent. Besides, the Americali 


‘farmer produces 25 per cent more to the 


acre than does the German husband- 
man. 

It is believed that beets raised in 
Washtenaw county will stand a high 
test as excellent sugar producers, and 
that a good per cent of saccharine wili 
be found in them,

The belief current in years previous 
to the effect that the University was a 
startlingly irreligious place seems to 
have less foundation than ever before. 
The churches have all been making a 
special effort and the societies among 
students are very prosperous, 

The Students’ Christian Association 
reports about 650 members, 150 new. 
They have been doing very aggressive 
work, and with lectures and social 
functions the S. C. A. is one of the chief 
factors in college life. Among other 
speakers, Graham Taylor, of the coilege 
settlement in Chicago, will lecture dur- 
ing the winter. . 

The Y. M. C. A. of the University has 
had a most successful year. They have 
increased their membership from 100 to 


250, and have raised a large sum Over 


their current expenses. They, too, have 
been pushing the work, getting jobs for 
more than 100 men, and making at 
least 1,500 calls.

It is true that Mr. Ingersoll has maide 
us all laugh at the present ignorance 
and past superstition of our race in 
matters pertaining to religion. His con- 
demnations of bigotry, dogmatism and 
intolerance meet my most hearty ap- 
probation. His eloquent pleas for lib- 
erty, free thought and natural goodness 
are in harmony with our highest aspira- 
tions. All he says of childhcod, of wo- 
man, of family life, is tender, pure and 
manly. But he gives expressicn to some 
statements that grate harshly upon our 
feelings, that greatly lessen his influ- 
ence for good, and that lower our esti- 
mate of his wisdom and charity. 

It is really painful, therefore, to find 
Mr. Ingersoll giving utterance to such 
sentences as these: “I hate the man 
that believes in hell.” “I have no re- 
spect for the man who preaches it.” 
“A man that really believes that doc- 
trine and does not go insane has got the 
conscience of a snake and the intellect 
of a hyena.” Now, the doctrine of ev- 
erlasting damnation, as described by 
dogmatic theology, is to me a cruel and 
horrible idea. I wish to see that dogma 
disappear. Yet I must condemn Mr. 
Ingersoll’s language as both unjust and 
uncharitable. It is not becoming to 
hate the man who believes in hell. That 
is bigotry. Mr. Ingersoll pleads for lib- 


erty, but he himself manifests hatred 


toward those who disagree with him. 
He boldly asserts that man is not re- 
sponsible for his belief and yet he hates 
a man for having a certain belief. He 
declares that theological beliefs are 
non-essential and ought not to inter- 
fere with human brotherhood; but still, 
he puts himself on record as having no 
respect for men who differ with him in 
this regard. As we look about us we 
all find neighbors who do believe in an 
eternal hell. They are nevertheless no- 
ble men and women. Now, shall we 
cease to respect them, nay, shall we 
even hate them, as Mr. Ingersoll recom- 
mends, simply because they believe in 
hell, a belief for which, as he claims, 
they are not responsible? With all my 
admiration for the genius and human- 
iiy of Mr. Ingersoll, I feel like saying: 
My Dear Robert, your rhetoric in this 
instance runs away with your reason 
and your charity. This language 
breathes the spirit of the Inquisition. 
It is unworthy the man and the cause 
he advocates. Men may call this liber- 
ality but it is intolerance. The critics 
of traditional religious belief, who 
would lead mankind to the higher uni- 
ties of effort and fellowship, must show 
a tenderer, broader spirit than is here 
exhibited. 


THE DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION. 


Mr. Ingersoll evidently accepts the 
theory of evolution, but he does not ap- 
ply it as he ought to the religious his- 
tory of the world. Did he do this, we 
should be spared the harsh, unworlhy 
remarks to which I have called atten- 
tion. A broad charity springs naturally 
from the large view of life which the 
doctrine of evolution furnishes. The 
evolutionist finds no occasion for hatred 
in the fact that his neighbors differ 
with him in their beliefs about God and 
the future. We can harbor no haired 
when we perceive the manner of de- 
velopment and the utility in past times 
of many of these ideas. They are the 
foundations upon which our higher 
ideas rest, as ours will some day serve 
as foundations on which broader and 
nobler systems will repose. Not only 
so, the doctrine of evolution shows us 
that many elements of precious truth 
are hidden away in those old forms and 
formulas. ; 

As this great thought takes posses- 
sion of us—as we begin to understand 
the natural origin of religious ideas and 
the utility of different religious agencies 
at certain stages of progress—a beauti- 
ful spirit animates society, banishing 
religous hatreds and laying deep and 
broad the foundations of universal fel-

error is urimecaea. ine numerous 11108- 
ical, inconsistent, and even erroneous 
statements pass unnoticed, ‘but the one 
tender thought, the one comforting 
word, the one inspiring look—that, the 
hearer takes into his life and he is en- 
riched and blessed by it. There is a 
great body of divinity not mentioned 
in the creeds for which all churches 
stand, and it forms the broad, underly- 
ing religious unity. Should we count up 
the elements common to all religions 
anid churches we should ‘be surprised to 
find how many they are. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURUH. 


There is vast good in the Catholic 
church. It is hard, perhaps, for a rigid 
Protestant to admit this. When we see 
a priest we think of Galileo, St. Bar- 
tholomew, and the Inquisiticn. And yet 
Catholicism today is not what it was 
four or five centuries ago. The modern 
spirit not only created Protestantism, 
it also transformed the Romish church. 
We must judge Catholicism by what it 
does today. When we take into account 
all the elements of modern society, 
when we consider the condition of those 
over whom it presides, when we note its 
many activities and its large institu- 
tions, we must conclude that Catholic- 
ism has yet a great mission, and that it 
is doing an immense amount of import- 
ant work. 

If we step into a Catholic church we 
will find a great many things that are 
meaningless to us. The bowings and 
crossings, the images and the altar fur- 
niture, the ritual and the wafer, are un- 
attractive, if not repellant, io us. We 
are perhaps inclined to regard the whole 
service aS a mockery. But that will 
not ‘do. Those are symbols of spiritual 
realities to sincere worshippers. They 
are helpful object lessons in religion. 
Those images inspire feelings, recall 
ideas, and teach lessons where written 
or spoken words would fail. They are 
sermons in stone and parables on can- 
vass. The Catholic church recognizes 
the power resident in a human person- 
ality. It has studied human nature 
profoundly, and it has met many of its 
wants most skillfully. It cppeals not 
so much to ideas as to persons. It 
keeps its people in vital sympathy with 
all the illustrious men that adorn its 
past. 

Catholicism in this way imparts a 
culture to a class, that we, with our 
cold abstractions, could never reach. 
An image, robed in the marvels and 
mysteries of a great personality, will 
kindle a sense of duty in the heart of 
a rough laborer, who would go to sleep 
under a discussion of the unity of so- 
cial interests. Those beads have no 
more meaning to us than hieroglyphics 
or Chinese characters, but they possess 
a language to the Cathouic. They are 
symbols of precious truths and moni- 
tors to saintly services and pious atti- 
tudes. What they find in the rosary, 
others find in poem and microscope. 
But if Catholicism can teach men any- 
thing good by these symbols, we surely 
ought to rejoice. The Catholic church 
inspires an energy, a promptness, a 
sense of duty which go far to atone for 
those things that seem to us, doctrinal 
errors and ecclesiastical tprannies. And 
a church that can produce or attract 
Newmans and Mannings is not wanting 
in intellectual capacity, while a church 
that can give us Bishop Ireland and 
Cardinal Gibbons is not lacking in ex- 
amples of exalted manhood. 


THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The Episcopalians are well character- 
ized by calling theirs the religion cf 
good taste,—not that it is destitute of 
genuine piety, but that it represents 
especially a certain refinemert of piet}. 
The Episcopal church presents religion 
more as a worship than as a training 
in dogma. It is more esthetic than in- 
structive, more devout than dogmatic, 
more ritualistic than controversial. It 
is more practical and less theological 
than many of its sister churches. The 
Episcopal service is the growth of 
centuries about one idea—that of wor- 
ship. It seeks by all the means that 
art can summon to place man in the at- 
titude of worship, where his worried 
and wayward nature may be soolned, 
purified, and invigorated’ by adoration 
and communion. This church has been 
a beneficent home to a class of refined 
and intelligent people who would not 
have found pleasure in the severe ra- 
tionalism of the Unitarian or in the 
dogmatism of the Calvinist. Its ser- 
vices to society have been chiefly in the 
direction of worship, art, and scholar- 
Ship, though more recently it has put 
itself in the front rank of all philan- 
thropic enterprises. While art has 
sometimes been condemned as satanic 
by other churches, it has ever found an 


admirer and patron in the Episcopal 
` communion. 


THE METHODISTS. 
The Methodists have a religion of en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Lacky, a cold and ra- 
tionalistic critic, gives them credit for

sioned zeal. Its system is elastic, ex- 
pansive, and growing. It is far in ad- 
vance of the cld dogmatism. It has 
much promise of future liberality. It 
has today among its leaders many cul- 
tivated and progressive men. Some of 
its ideas may be crude, some of its 
methods may be imperfect, but its ulil- 
ity is very large. 
CALVINISTS. 

Respecting Baptists, Presbyterians, 
and Congregationalists, I have left my- 
Self but little space to spsak, and a 
brief mention, however well meant, 
may seem presumptuous. These were 
once all Calvinists. And at the men- 
tion of Calvinism there rises a vision of 
God’s anger anid the torments of hell. 
Yet Mr. Froude, a man strongly op- 
theology, found 
much good to say even about Calvinism 
as an intellectual force in modern his- 
tory. It has rendered some important 
Services to the world. It Fas empha- 
Sized the terrible hatefulness of sin; it 
has trained men to clear, exact thought; 
and it has impressed upon people a 
strong, rugged character, like that of 
the Scotch and the Puritans. But all 
of these churches do much more good 
than what results legitimately from 
Ard the old 
Calvinism has mellowed and broadened 
so that few of its severities are now be- 
lieved, while most of its extreme views 
have been generally abandoned. 

. The Presbyterian church has in many 
respects a noble history. It has been 
the patron of educaticn and the friend 
of civil liberty. It has given great 
names to human history; it has won 
great victories; it has trained millions 
to noble lives. Though it has dwelt too 
much on the fear of God and too little 
on love for man, yet it has done valiant 
service; and many of the yorld’s most 
progressive thinkers are now in its fold. 

The Baptists are often condemned for 
a narrowness which is not theirs. They 
have stood grandly for the rights of pri- 
vate judgment and the absolute separa- 
tion of church and state. They have 
sent people directly to the Bible for 
truth and grace. In their very over- 


emphasis of texts, they have kept open | 
the sources of personal piety. They have 
laid great stress upon a religion of the 


heart; and in a strong and sturdy way 
they have labored fruitfully for right- 
eousness of life. 

The Congregationalists have repr2- 
sented a church polity—the independ- 
ence of the local parish—which has been 
a great barrier against ecclesiastical 
despotism. It has also served as the 
pattern for that theory and rractice of 
local self-government, which lies at the 
basis of American institutions. The 
names of Congregationalists are illus- 
trious in the history of freedom. The 
Congregational church has commis- 
sioned a great host of eminent teachers. 
Its missionary activities have been re- 
markable. : ; 

All these churches educate men in 
benevolence. They bring people to- 
gether in fellowship who would never 
otherwise meet. They strengthen. man’s 
wavering hopes. They life up his ig- 
noble aims. They cheer his drooping, 
despondent heart. They all minister to 
man’s ideal life. They enter many a 
protest against vice. They enforce | 
many a lesson that goes with people as 
long as they live as an inspiration to 
Saintly conduct. They bring to many) 
hearts a balm that makes the world for. 
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them a better place in which to live. | 


They teach some things that seem to | 
many of us erronecus and harmful, yet 
I gladly recognize that they are cre- 
ative and conservative of influences 
that are precious and eternal. 

THE UNITARIAN AIM. 

Now, after having found so much 
good in other churches, you may con- 
clude that there is no warrant for a 
Unitarian society. It may seem that all 
is being done that possibly can be ac- 
complished. But the fact that other 
churches are doing so much good does 
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and you can change your working clothes for resting

The Unitarian church does not pride 
itself upon any infallible wisdom or 
superior sanctity. It tries to speak 
with charity towards all and in modesty 
of itself. It is in earnest about its own 
special work as a very precious work, 
but it never for a moment thinks of it 
as the only divine work. It recognizes 
both the good in all churches, and 
also the good outside - of all 
churches, while ` it acknow:cdges 
the limitation of its own vision 
and method. It does not consider 
any other church its foe, and it does 
not seek the destruction of any relig- 
ious agency, but it urges that some 
ought to be made more rational and 
ethical, while all religicus people ought 
to work in closer fellowship.

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THE INQUEST IS ON. 


Yesterday afternoon the coroner im- 
paneled a jury to determine if human 
carelessness was in any way responsible 
for the accident which befell Bernard 
Kirk Saturday, and at time of going to 
press today the work was being con- 
tinued after an adjournment made yes- 
terday at 6 o’clock. The evidence thus 
far produced emphasizes the fact that 
the shed whose collapse-caused Kirk’s. 
death was built for a temporary cover- 
ing for a brick pile and that no effort 
was made to construct it firmly or 
strongly. Isaac Worden, who was the 
first witness sworn, testified to having 
seen and talked with Kirk but a second 
or two before the accident happened. 
At the instant of the crash it chanced 
that Worden was several yards from 
the shed and that he was facing in an- 
other direction, but he was one of the 
first to reach the dying man and to lend 
a hand in extricating: him from the 
mass of boards and timbers. By the 
testimony of a number of witnesses, 
chief among whom was Steven Dill- 
worth, foreman of the crew einployed 
on the barns, the shed was in the first 
place but a number of boards thrown on 
the top of a pile of bricks. As it bc- 
came necessary to use the bricks, the 
board covering was supported by scant- 
lings held up at intervals by posts 
nailed by what is termed the ‘‘toe nail’’ 
method to the planking upon which the 
bricks were placed. At first these up- 
rights received support from the brick 
which were piled about them, but later 
the testimony went to show these bricks 
were removed, and by the time Satur- 
day afiterneon arrived the shed was 
held up by by the nails fastening the 
perpendicular supports to the flour 
Planking. Another important point 
brought out was that at the time of ine 
accident a strong and gusty wind was 
biowing.

It Is the Result of Almost Intinite Col- 
laboration. 

The: Paris gown that bursts full- 
blown on the eye of the client is not, 
as the public believe, a creation of the 
great dressmaker himself, nor is the 
great dressmaker responsible for the 
fashion, says Scribner’s. This model 
gown is the result of an almost infinite 
collaboration. Up in the garrets of the 
criss-cross streets live a modest class 
of artists that make projects. They 
get their inspiration from old portraits 
at the Louvre, at Versailles, from ele- 
gant women in the driveways of the 
Bois, or from some hazard. They 
modify, develop, combine, following a 
drift which they do not control, till 
they have produced a novel idea that 
the public is likely to accept, and that 
is, therefore, salable. Their projects 
are fixed in sketches and they are 
known as marchands de croquis. 
Others of these specialists make up 
their projects in cloth, and are known 
as marchands de modeles. These oc- 
cupy a more important rank than the 
first, since the models form a demon- 
stration that the ideas can be realized. 
The model merchant is in relation 
with the manufacturers, who provide 
her with the new materials they have 
imagined, and whose interest it is to 
have their “truck” presented to the 
great dressmaking houses and so 
launched on the market.

The: Paris gown that bursts full- 
blown on the eye of the client is not, 
as the public believe, a creation of the 
great dressmaker himself, nor is the 
great dressmaker responsible for the 
fashion, says Scribner’s. This model 
gown is the result of an almost infinite 
collaboration. Up in the garrets of the 
criss-cross streets live a modest class 
of artists that make projects. They 
get their inspiration from old portraits 
at the Louvre, at Versailles, from ele- 
gant women in the driveways of the 
Bois, or from some hazard. They 
modify, develop, combine, following a 
drift which they do not control, till 
they have produced a novel idea that 
the public is likely to accept, and that 
is, therefore, salable. Their projects 
are fixed in sketches and they are 
known as marchands de croquis. 
Others of these specialists make up 
their projects in cloth, and are known 
as marchands de modeles. These oc- 
cupy a more important rank than the 
first, since the models form a demon- 
stration that the ideas can be realized. 
The model merchant is in relation 
with the manufacturers, who provide 
her with the new materials they have 
imagined, and whose interest it is to 
have their “truck” presented to the 
great dressmaking houses and so 
launched on the market, 


American Soldier’s Way. 

An English naval officer who was an 
eye witness of the incident tells this 
story of the American troops in 
Manila: “The city was quite crowded 
with both American and Spanish sol- 
diers, and they seemed to be on the 
friendliest terms.
